Cook County (Chicago) central 
committee and the Nixon recount 
committee, said Nixon “‘is gain- 
ing” precinct by precinct.

Study Urges Caution 
On Space Use Code 


By VERN HAUGLAND 


WASHINGTON (#—An American Bar Foundation 
study recommended Sunday a slowdown on any pro- 
posal to set up an international code for the use of 
space. 


The 205-page report said that 
a detailed and comprehensive 


code to govern the use of outer 
space “‘would seem to be prema- 
ture and might even be harmful 
today.” 


Prepared under a $5,000 grant 
'from the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration, the study 
isaid there is general agreement 
that uses of space should be sub- 
ject to rules of. law, and that some 
space activities should be regu- 
lated on an international basis. 


HELP OR HINDER 


But this does not mean that the 
time has come to draw up a 
space code, the study said. It 
added that such a code might 
help or hinder, depending on the 
circumstances.

The report was prepared by 
professors Leon Lipson of Yale 
Law School and Nicholas Katzen- 
bach: of the University of Chicago 
Law School, under the guidance of 
the foundation’s advisory commit- | 
tee.

The study noted that while the 
Soviets have protested flights of 
U.S. high altitude balloons and 
the U2 plane over Soviet territory, 
they made no protest against two 
satellite launchings almost at the 
time of the U2 downing.

He Surrenders 


On Father’s . Advice 


UNION, S.C. (AP)—A crazed, 
confused rifleman heeded his 
father’s plea Sunday and walked 
out of a_shot-riddled ‘farmhouse 
after wounding three police of- 
ficers and a child during a 13- 
hour battle. 


Throughout the night a score of 
officers poured almost continuous 
fire into the frame dwelling, 
blasting it from floor to ceiling 
with well over 1,000 loads of buck- 
shot and lobbing in dozens of tear 
gas canisters. 


Twice officers sought to storm 
the embattled farmhouse, thinking 
James Freeman Gregory, 39, 
must surely be dead or critically 
wounded. But each time they 


were driven back by the crack of 


Gregory’s .22 rifle. 


FATHER’S PROMISE 


At 8:30 a.m., his aging father, 
Ben Gregory, walked up close to 
the shattered house and called, 
“Come out, Free. Nobody's going 
to hurt you.” 


“I'm coming out,” his son re- 
plied, and the huking Negro 
emerged with hands in the air, 
covered with plaster dust from the 
riddled ceiling, but unhurt. 


“What's all this shooting for?’’ 
the onetime mental patient in- 
quired of an officer. “I’m a good 
boy.” 

‘“‘We know you are, Free,” de- 
clared a State Law Enforcement 
Division agent. “What was all 
your shooting for?”’ 


“They've been bothering me,” 
Gregory said. 


HAS SON 


Gregory returned to his father’s 
150-acre farm six miles southeast 
of here last May after nine years 
in Philadelphia, Pa., including a 
prolonged period in a mental hos- 
pital. He has a 9-year-old son who 
has remained on the farm since 
Gregory's wife died shortly after 
the boy was born. 


His father said Gregory is sub- 
ject to “spells’’ and believes peo- 
ple are persecuting him, particu- 
larly regarding money matters. 


It was that delusion, Ben Greg- 
ory said, which led his son to put! 
a bullet through the window of a 
nearby tenant farm house about 
7 p.m., Saturday. The slug en 
tered the mouth and emerged 
through the cheek of an 8-year-old 
girl, Willie Glenn, one of 14 per- 
sons living in the house. 


NOT SERIOUSLY HURT 


Neither the girl nor the three 
officers subsequently shot by 
Gregory were seriously hurt. 


County policemen Herman Med- 
ford and Earl Vinson were wound- 
ed slightly after 10 p.m. when 
they tried to enter the farm house 
after efforts to coax the Negro 
outside had failed. 


Three hours later, as _ police 
stepped into the house from the 
back porch, Gregory opened fire 
agaih. A bullet slid across the 
chest of county policeman Daniel 
Parks, clipping off his necktie, en- 
tering his shoulder and lodging in 
his right arm. 


Ben Gregory, bent and with 
gray stubble on his cheeks, had 
sat behind an outbuilding, staring 
'into a fire. At 8:30 a.m., as a 
do-or-die assault was being organ- 
the old man rose silently 
from his seat at the fire. Using 
a stick of wood as a cane, he 
hobbled out into the open along 
side the outbuilding to the one 
closest to the house. 


“Come out, Free,”” he. called, 
and the son responded immedi- 
ately.

Neglect of Roads 


Carries Price Tag 


Georgia’s traditional system of build- 
ing and paving roads without thought of 
future maintenance was bound to catch 
up with us some time. You just can’t lay 
down concrete and asphalt for heavily 
traveled highways and expect them to 
last forever without repairs. 


Thus it is that Highway Board Chair- 
man Jim Gillis says that our main high- 
ways are in such shape it will take be- 
tween 75 and 100 million dollars to put 
them in first-class condition. He has indi- 
cated the General Assembly will be asked 
to authorize a bond issue to do the job. 


While we have questioned the huge 
amount mentioned, we do not question 
the condition of Georgia’s main highways. 
They are among the worst in the nation. 
They are that way because each succes- 
sive administration through the years has 
chosen to pay off political promises in 
miles of paving while the existing road 
system went further and further to pot. 

An examination of comparative fig- 
ures with other states shows why Geor- 
gia’s main highways are so much worse 
than those of our neighbors. While ad- 
ditional funds have been alloted to main- 
tenance in the Vandiver administration, 
total funds for that purpose—$11,000,000 
—averages out to $688 per mile for our 
16,000 miles of highways. 


South Carolina spends $1,073 per 


mile; Alabama allots $1,174; Florida, 
$1,217; Tennessee, $2,077; Louisiana, 
$1,333, etc. 


The Vandiver administration did not 
create this situation. But it has inherited 
it and a progressively deteriorating road 
system. 


Which brings us to this question: If 
a bond issue is proposed and adopted to 
put our main highways in good condition, 
what is to keep them from going to pot 
again unless there is a definite formula 
adopted for maintenance? 


It should be obvious to everyone that 
Georgia’s system of political road building 
is the real culprit. Because of it, roads 
which carry 88 per cent of the state’s 
traffic have been allowed to go to ruin. 


It’s time to adopt a definite mainte- 
nance formula to protect the taxpayers’ 
investment.

Cities Need Federal 
And State Support 


The city’s “most splendid gift,” James 
Marston Fitch wrote recently in the St. 
Louis Post-Dispatch, is “a range of 
choice, an entire spectrum of action, of 
possible lines of action.” 

Mr. Fitch, professor of architecture 
at Columbia University, is one of the 
leading critics of those who charge that 
the city is obsolete and disappearing. 

He sees it—now as always—as a 
“lodestar” pulling farmer, herdsman, 
hunter and sailor away from “the rou- 
tine idiocy of life on the farm, the 
steppe,. the sea.’ 

Cities have other functions, too many 
and too well known to be repeated here. 
But there is a challenge to our cities 
and that is the lack of policy and the 
lack of instrument with which govern- 
ments can.arrest blight and control 
growth. 

Last week Gov. David Lawrence 
of Pennsylvania told the American Mu- 
nicipal Association that new federal lead- 
ership will marshal all the country’s re- 
sources to meet urban problems that now 
overwhelm local governments. 

He foresaw the creation of a De- 
partment of Urban Affairs (a Demo- 
cratic platform plank) and called it a 
symbol of real’ progress, demonstrating 
“that ‘we recognize something is truly 
wrong when we boast of private afflu- 
oe and ignore public squalor.” - 

e city is still a lodestar. It cannot 
poh to be, cannot continue to ful- 
i all of its functions without help and 
from the federal govern- 
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ment and the state government. A voice 
for urban citizens at the Cabinet table 
will provide federal aid. 

Now we must seek understanding in 
the statehouse.

Kennedy Faces Crises 
Worse Than Anticipated 


President-elect Kennedy will enter 
the White House with problems he did 
not anticipate—at least in such severity— 
when running for the office. 


Among these are the continued rise in 
unemployment and the worsening of the 
international balance of payments prob- 
em, 


In the third quarter of this year, the 
deficit in our balance of payments rose 
to an annual rate of $4,300,000,000. 
While we still retain a little less than 
half of the total world supply, this sharp 
rise in our deficit has exposed the dollar 
to attack. 


Unemployment is on the rise and 
could pass the five million mark early 
next year if the trends continue. So both 
at home and abroad, Kennedy will be 
faced with immediate decisions to protect 
the American economy. 


The Eisenhower administration did 
not act quickly enough or forthrightly 
enough in the balance of payments crisis. 
It has been going on for several years 
under a policy of drift. Here at the con- 
clusion of his administration the Presi- 
dent has been forced to initiate some 
drastic curtailments in our military and 
nonmilitary expenditures abroad which 
created an impression of panic. 


The problem of economic growth at 
home and of correcting our economic po- 
sition abroad cannot be solved, of course, 
by the present administration. They will 


confront the new president with broad 


office. In the interim we can. only hope 
there will be no alarming deterioration of 
both.

The dramatic growth of Clayton 
County is reflected in consistent in- 
creases in its tax digest. 

Tax Commissioner Robert E. Cole- 
man attributed the seven-million-dollar 
rise on the digest for 1960 to “natural 
growth’”—more business and residential 
property.

Atlanta Crime Record 
Speaks Well for Police 


The decline in major crimes in At- 
lanta during the first eleven months of 
this year indeed is gratifying. Especially 
pleasing is the sharp drop of 15.4 per cent 
in such crimes in November. 


The decrease is a tribute to the At- 
lanta Police Department and its stepped- 
up enforcement program. Especially ef- 
fective has been the overtime foot patrol 
aimed at curbing business house bur- 
glaries. Mere presence of this patrol 
has resulted in a reduction in other 
crimes as well. 


Atlanta’s crime record also is much 
better in relation to the national trend. 
The FBI has reported an 11 per cent in- 


crease thus far this year in the country’s : 


appalling crime bill. 

In one category, homicide, Atlanta’s 
record, too, is appalling. Thus far this 
year there have been 62 persons killed, 
compared with 69 last year—a reduction 
of seven. This still is one of the worst in 
the nation and calls for a community- 
wide attack.

be held at the abbey Dec. 9, 10 and 11. 

As he says, this will be a “last opportunity ¢ the ladies to see 
the regular places behind the monastie enclosure.”’ The 90-odd_ monks 
are about to move into their new abbey. The stone structure 
has been planned and slowly built over 16 years. It is squared around 
an old world cloister of classic beauty. The monks have lived in 
temporary buildings alongside the abbey while constructing it with 
their own hands. ; 

° > * 

The church is a cathedral of European dimension. Its vaulted 
nave and transepts are shot with the blue of Chartres and the gold 
of a Georgia morning. It rises from isolated meadowland where the 
monks raise livestock for their living. They seek only to support 
themselves. 

They gave away all their money and property to become Trappists. 
They eat none of the meat, fish and eggs they produce. Their diet 
is bread, vegetables and fruit. Frequently they fast. They do not 
speak, They converse in sign language. Their heads are shaved except 
for one ring of hair. 

They remove their shoes at night but otherwise sleep fully clothed. 
They have no privacy. 

The six by eight foot cubicles where the monk sleeps has no 
door. The partition walls do not reach to the ceiling. His mattress 
is a straw mat on planks. He has neither heat nor light. During the 
current cold snaps the holy water freezes in its cup inside the door 
of his cubicle. He goes to bed at 7 p.m. and gets up at 2 am. A 
rush of rigid routine shapes his day. He either is working or wor- 
shipping, never alone, always in community, responding to ceaseless 
bells. He has no recreation. His vows and his embrace of the Bene- 
dictine rule lock him off from physical comforts. He wants only to 
contemplate his God under condition of absolute self denial. He shuts 
himself away even from temptation. He endures, not for himself, 
but for the matchless moments when he chants the antiphons in the 
dark hours before daylight, or sings the superb Salve Regina at 
bedtime—music so delicate it is almost toneless, yet is, as Thomas 
Merton wrote, “clean as granite, sweet as wine.”

The monks are mostly young. They do not go about wearing the 
lugubrious look of the religious zealot. They smile at you and by 
their motions manifest a general good nature. Unlike the Carthusian 
monk, who seeks God alone as a hermit, these Cistercians of the 
strict Trappist order derive strength from the silent presence of 
others. Their communal worship, coupled with their hard physical 
labor, gives them perhaps the hardest of monastic lives. They volun- 
teer for a pennance such as no penitentiary could exact. The life 
lifts them out of themselves eventually—out of a negative personal 
penance, to a positive love of God that makes one feel a little better 
about the capabilities of the human spirit. 

They have built, out there in a Rockdale County pasture, a cathe- 
dral that European travelers will come to see.

Kennedy Wants 
The Best Men 


WASHINGTON—This_is_a small, free-hand 
portrait of a young president-elect at work in 
the back sitting room of an old, pleasantly 4 
shabby red brick house in Washington’s Georgetown section. John 
F. Kennedy seems absolutely relaxed—and 10 pounds heavier. than 
two months ago. There is not a trace of “nerves.” He is, however, 


deeply sober and full of long thoughts over two main concerns. 


The first is filling his Cabinet— 
with the right men, as he esti- 
mates men, and not necessarily 
with the “‘best guys’’ or the most 
desperately partisan of Demo- 
crats. 


His first and last Cabinet pur- 
pose is to put an. administration 
into the field which can work— 
repeat—work. He wants his Cab- 
inet officers to be performers at 
their assigned tasks. My strong 
guess is that when any politicking 
is necessary, JFK will take 
charge of that department. 


No one goes into the Cabinet 
solely because he was for Ken- 
nedy before the Los Angeles 
nominating convention. No one is 
out solely because he liked an- 
other proposed nominee. 


And no one will get anywhere 
with Kennedy by taking private 
potshots at his top convention 
rival, Vice President-elect Lyn- 
don Johnson. 

For the second Kennedy prob- 
lem is intertwined with the first 
—and is master of the two. This 
is the high necessity, in Kenne- 
dy’s mind, to keep together the 
perhaps illogical but effective in- 
strument which won the election. 
Democratic party cohesion is the 
keynote of all Kennedy’s efforts. 

He will surely run his own ex- 
ecutive family, beginning with 


the Cabinet. But he will allow 
great freedom for the Democratic 
Congress to run its purely in- 
ternal affairs. Here, too, however, 
the sleepless Kennedy aim will 
be maximum use of party 
strength-in-unity. 

Thus current Senate plans for 
new party leadership there will be 
well received in Georgetown. 
Johnson, the old Senate Demo- 
cratic leader, goes upstairs to the 
vice presidency—but there end- 
lessly to watch over the scene 
below. Becoming leader will be 
the moderately liberal Sen. Mike 
Mansfield of Montana. At Mans- 
field’s elbow will be the ener- 
getic and quite liberal Sen. Hu- 
bert Humphrey of Minnesota, as 
assistant leader. The third man, 
Sen. George Smathers of Florida, 
will be secretary of the Demo- 
cratic caucus, 

Mansfield and Smathers were 
backers not of Kennedy but of 
Johnson for the presidential nomi- 
nation. Humphrey was for Hum- 
phrey—until the bitter contest 
with Kennedy in the now-forgot- 
ten West Virginia primary. The 
net of it is that Kennedy has not 
tried to place a single Kennedy- 
before-Los Angeles man into the 
Senate hierarchy. This is, for one 
illustration, what is meant by 
party cohesion.

Any of these college- 
educated people could leave 
teaching for a higher paying job 
in some other field. 

We do take exception with your 
last paragraph which says, ‘“‘we 
are not against any deserved 
raise... .’’ You have well illus- 
trated that you are very much 
against any deserved raise. No 
other people in our society are 
more deserving of increased pay. 
Anyone who spends the time, 
money and effort to prepare him- 
self to be a teacher deserves far 


more than downgrading and low 
pay. 

Especially in this time of com- 
petition with the Soviet Union, it 
is important that the teaching 
profession offer enough opportu- 
nities to attract some of our more 
qualified college graduates.

Economic Nationalism 
Is a Threat to the U.S. 


In the shadows of America’s international payments problem 
lies another danger—the threat of a resurgent economic nationalism. 
The tendency toward such an economic go-it-alone attitude is under- 
standable enough. Since we are constantly told that foreign aid, 
a species of political internationalism, is uncuttable, then let’s apply 
the screws to the other things that go into the total outflow of dollars 


and gold. 

If, in this reasoning, American 
tourists are leaving a couple of 
billion dollars a year around the 
world, then drastically curtail the 
amount of dollars they can spend 
abroad. If American investors are 
pumping billions into overseas 
enterprises, put a lid on them. 
If we want to increase our siza- 
ble export surplus, then curb im- 
ports. And so on. 

As yet the Eisenhower adminis- 
tration has not fallen for these 
stratagems. It will be well if the 
Kennedy administration does not 
either, no matter how hot the 
pressure gets. For this type of 
economic nationalism is no an- 
swer to anything, least of all to 
the deficit in our international 
payments. It would make our eco- 
nomic position much worse both 
at home and abroad. 

The reason is simple: An econ- 
omy cannot grow and prosper by 
contraction. 

So if our tourists are spending 
a lot of money abroad, so what? 
The right answer is not to deny 
them the free use of their hard- 
earned funds. It is to make it 
easier for foreign tourists, now 
that so many of them enjoy hard 
money, to come here. 

As for American investment 
overseas, let us remember that 
it is a two-way proposition. It is 
a net drain on our payments only 
when the enterprise flops or when 
a foreign government, like wild- 
man Castro’s, grabs everything 
in sight. 


i. 


Our foreign trade, of course, is 


not a drain at all, since our ex- 
ports greatly exceed our imports. 


Even more important, we must 
make very sure that inflation, 
which has already played hob 
with our payments position, is 
not allowed to price our goods 
out of the world markets. And 
that requires the sternest disci- 
pline on the government's do- 
mestic fiscal and monetary poli- 
cies. 


The slogan used to be “trade 
not aid,’’ and it was certainly the 
right idea. Instead, our govern- 
ment has tried to smudge the dif- 
ference, insisting that govern- 
ment aid is an adjunct of private 
trade. Nonsense; they are no 
more adjuncts than a bulldozer is 
an adjunct of a cliff. Government 
aid is bound to inhibit and dis- 
place private trade and invest- 
ment and, in the bargain, en- 
courage other governments in 
bad economic habits. If this coun- 
try and the rest of the world 
would give private trade and in- 
vestment a chance, there would 
be much less screaming for gov- 
ernment aid. 


In sum, if we want to end our 
international deficit and at the 
same time heip other countries, 
we had better understand our 
payments problem aright. To 
“solve” it by cutting off our nose 
with the knife of economic na- 
tionalism is the saddest sort of 
foolishness.

Tvan Allen Jr. Sunday called the 
Sibley Committee Report the 
“keystone” on which to build 
plans to keep Georgia schools 
open. 


The new Atlanta Chamber of 
Commerce president appeared on 
Press Gallery, WSB-TV _tele- 
vision panel show presented this 
week by the Atlanta Journal. 


Allen outlined again the points 
he made in his acceptance speech 
last week as the incoming presi- 
dent of the Atlanta chamber for 
1961. He said the Atlanta chamber 
would urge legislation in the 
January session. of the Genaral 
Assembly to implement the pro- 
visions of the Sibley Report. 


URGES AID PUSH 


(The Sibley Committee, so 
named for its chairman, John A. 
Sibley, toured Georgia last 
spring to sample public opinion 
on the question of segregated 
schools. The committee made a 
majority report which stated that 
some form of local option with a 
pupil-placement plan should be 
adopted. A minority report was 
filed which advocated closing 
public schools if desegregation 
were ordered by the federal 
courts. Allen referred to the ma- 
jority report.) 


Allen also proposed a plan of 
raising $500,000 a year for three 
years to “tell the Atlanta story” 
in national media to thise busi- 
nessmen and industrialists inter- 
ested in the Atlanta area as a 
place for plants and business. 


SHELTON COMMENTS 


Allen also said that Atlanta is 
responsible for regional develop- 
ment. 


“We have a circle of fine towns 
around Atlanta,” he said, ‘“‘and 
anything that adds to their 
growth, the more Atlanta will 
profit. The healthiest growth for 
Atlanta would be to get industry 
into the circle of towns around 
the city.” 


Alos appearing on the program 
was Opie Shelton, new executive 
vice president of the 
chamber. Shelton was 


asked what changes he had 
noticed in Atlanta in his absence 
of 21 years. 


“Well, of course, the skyline 
has changed,” he said. “But the 
remarkable thing about Atlanta 
over other cities is the quality of 
endeavors. The city had it 1939, 
and it still has it. This top-level 
leadership never seems to run 
out.” 


Allen also discussed other points 
of the six-point program he pre- 
sented at the annual Chamber of 
Commerce meeting last week. 
The chamber is advocating com- 
pletion of the expressway system, 
development of a rapid transit 
system, plans for financing a 
stadium and an indoor coliseum.

For the third consecutive year,’ the deficit in the 
balance of payments of the United States now appears 
likely to exceed $3 billion. For 1958 and 1959 the re- 
spective deficits were $3.4 billion and $3.8 billion. 


The very magnitude of these figures indicates an 
unmistakable deterioration in the international fi- 
nancial position of the United States. In fact, unless 
the trend can be speedily arrested, the American dol- 
lar is destined for serious trouble. 


The reasons for this invites analysis. 


- The pre-Marshall. Plan dollar shortage overseas has now 
been succeeded by @ dollar glut, This dollar surplus abroad is 
due to prank, Beret persisting—American — sites, 
outpayments for two (1) Overseas military | 
expense and (2) foreign economic aid.

Other outpayments exerting pressure on our ~~ 
balance of payments include: Heavier net Ameri- ~ 

can tourism abroad (especially to Western Eu- a 
rope); a net outflow of “hot money” (short-term 4% 
capital leaving New York for the higher interest 
rates available in Europe); and a net movement 
of “funk money” (economically apprehensive capi- 
tal) from the United States, Belgium and South 
Africa toward England, Switzerland and Germany. 


The American payments deficit for 1960 would be even larger 
were it not for the emergence of two items necessitating sizeable 
inpayments into the United States from abroad. 


One of these favorable items is a swollen American goods-and- 
services trade net surplus (after adverse tourism) of around $2.8 
billion. - This was due largely to export rises in raw materials like 
cotton and in sophisticated technological products like jets, and to 
European prosperity-inspired stockpiling in general; the export 
rises do not necessarily indicate competitive improvement, and 


oe stockpiling may not prove sustainable if the European bubble 
ursts. 


Surprisingly enough, the other favorable item is an enlarged 
inflow of earnings from the overseas operations of American busi- 
ness corporations currently sufficient to offset the payments out- 
flow for their new capital spending abroad. New capital for the 
expansion of American subsidiaries overseas is now 80 per cent 
financed by retained earnings abroad, depreciation and depletion 
allowances, and funds obtained from foreign creditors and in- 
vestors, largely bondholders. 


On balance, the dollar surplus earned by foreigners for 1960 
may approach $4 billion. In fact, Europe is currently so “‘crawl- 
ing’’ with dollars that a $1 billion so-called “Eurodollar market” 
has developed among European banks and borrowers in United 
States dollars abroad—to the detriment, incidentally, of the busi- 
ness of American banks. 


Until rather recently, our foreign creditors had usually been 
willing to accept—and did accept—a majority of their net pay- 
ments earnings from us in the form of dollar holdings. Growing 
concern over the American economic outlook has more recently, 
however, caused these creditors to prefer increasingly to convert 
their dollar earnings into gold. 


On Oct. 21, 


~ 
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1960, a sudden jump in London gold prices took 


place against the background of the weakened international fi- 
nancial position of the United States, foreign apprehension over 
American deterniination to contain inflation, and a rising inclina- 


tion among currency-doubters to question the future of the dollar. 
The short-lived run-up—now almost completely subsided—in the 


dollar price of gold from $35 a fine ounce (the official dollar parity’ 


to the $40 level was touched off by transactions mostly funneled 
through the banking secrecy of Switzerland. 


The dramatic gold price jump was the result of an interna- 
tional squeeze play on a possible devaluation of the dollar shrewdly 


’ timed to capitalize on an unexpected shortage of suppliable gold 


at Loncon. The shortage was due to an engine room explosion on 
the Capetown Castle which delayed her scheduled arrival at Lon- 
don with $14 million worth of South African gold—nearly a week's 
normal new supply. Since the London gold bullion market operates 
only on “spot’—and not on ‘“‘forward’’—deals, the short supply 
resulting from the mail ship accident created an ideal opportunity 
for speculators to run up the dollar price of gold in the London 
market, where 75 per cent of the world’s free gold trading is

setback for the free world. A crisis like this would hit swiftly 


when least expected and reach-Tts climax before the people realized 
what. had happened. Also, once an international financial crisis 
got started, the chances are slight that it could be successfully 
repelled. 


The second apprehension is whether the United States is 
actually determined at all costs to contain further inflation in 
order to inprove its longer-term balance-of-payments position and 
preserve the integrity of the dollar. Renewed budgetary deficits 
would inflate prices, weaken American competitive power in world 
trade, and aggravate our balance-of-payments situation. So would 
artificially cheap money and wage increases in excess of pro- 
ductivity gains. 


Clearly, determination of the sort indicated is going to require 
intestinal fortitude of the very first order; and Western Europeans 
—e. g., well-disposed but tight-evaluating Swiss bankers—are, 
frankly, not yet sure that we mean to rise to the occasion. 


To dispel world-wide apprehensions over an immediate-term 
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transacted. 


Of course, the Bank of England—the principal supplier of gold 
to the five bullion merchants who ‘‘fix”’ 
market—could easily have combatted this speculative operation of 
Oct. 21 by increasing the supply offered, had the American Treas- 
ury authorized it to do so at that time.

nical. and development assistance. This would erase $3 billion 
from our total payments deficit, reducing that to manageable pro- 
portions provided we simultaneously cope with the domestic -in- 
flation danger. 


Also, we should insist that foreigners’ import barriers against 
American exports be removed, that foreigners’ barriers against 
their nationals’ exporting their capital to invest in American in- 
dustry be removed, that American overseas ‘military personnel’s 
dependents be repatriated, that American overseas military pro- 
curement items be purchased in the United States whenever pos- 
sible, etc. 


West Germany—with both the greatest financial ability and, 
whenever the Berlin situation flares up again, the most immediate 
military vulnerability—should take the leadership in this absorp- 
tion of financial responsibility from our shoulders along with 
other members of the Grand Alliance, for it is in their interest— 
no less than ours—to have as pivots of free world strength an 
economically strong America and an externally stable dollar. 


Because the American dollar is unique among the reserve cur- 
rencies of the world in being the only major monetary unit having 
a fixed gold value ‘at $35 an ounce), it underlies all other ex- 
ternally convertible currencies by tying them to gold. The fi- 
nancial integrity of the dollar is therefore the keystone supporting 
the stability of these currencies, which pay for the bulk of world 
trade. 


Therefore, if the dollar would topple, it would drag down with 
it the whole monetary and trade superstructure of the non-Com- 
munist world. In the words of Yale economist Robert Triffin, **A 
devaluation or . . . a gold embargo would be an act of sheer folly 
and a wanton crime against the people of this country, and against 
the friendly nations who have long accepted our financial leader- 
ship and placed their trust in the U.S. dollar and the integrity 
and intelligence of our monetary management.” 


But even more than that, the monetary and trade chaos re- 
sulting from a devaluation would strike a serious—and totally un- 
necessary—blow to the political and economic strength of the 
entire Free World.

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FULTON COURTS 
Civil Cases, 
Collections 
Up Sharply

There has been a sharp increase 
in the number of cases filed in 
Fulton Civil Court and an at- 
companying rise in the amount of 


‘court costs collected. 


Ted Hammond, chief deputy 
clerk, said there were 62,773 cases 
filed through Nov. 30, compared 
to 54,521 during the same period 
last year. 


Hammond said the 8,252-case 
increase included more suits in 
all categories of civil matters 
handled by the court. 


Mrs. H. Vickers, cashier, said 
cost collections so far this year 
have already topped the amount 
collected in 1959. Through Nov. 
30, costs totaled $446,696, com- 
pared to $408,471, collected in 
1959. 


At the same time, Civil Court 
Marshal Homer Spruill said 
there has also been an increase 
in the number of dispossessory 
warrants his office has executed 
this year. Spruill said of 15,966 
warrants filed this year, his offi- 
cers have had to put out 914 
families. Most of the other war- 
rants were settled, he explained.

Protesting Mothers Draw Verbal Barbs from Women in Atlanta 


Creole Petticoat Picketeers 
Get Frowns From Atlantans 


By BETTY CARROLLTON 


Mothers of New Orleans who 
last week touched off far-from- 
ladylike fireworks with their 
angry protests against ‘token 
integration’ drew verbal whip- 
lashes from Atlantans. 


Local women contacted by The 
Constitution — including several 
former residents of the Crescent 
City — had no trouble finding 
words with which to express 
their opinions of the petticoat 
picketeers. Atlantans tabbed the 
flareups sparked by Louisiana 
distaffers in one-word terms 
ranging from “outrageous” to 
*“pathetic.”’ 


“I shudder to think what kind 
of picture this paints for us in 
the eyes of the rest of the 
world,” said Mrs. L. L. Wil- 
liams, who moved here from 
New Orleans about eight years 
ago. 


NOT TYPICAL 


“Not only is the outrageous 
actions of these few mothers 
NOT typical of the majority of 
Louisiana women, but it is far 
from typical of any real South- 
erner. But the public, from Mi- 
ami to Moscow, won't stop to 
consider that the screaming, 
cursing few are not representa- 
tive of all of us.” 


Mrs. J. Allen Hammer attend- 
ed school in New Orleans, 
moved to Atlanta about a year- 
and-a-half ago. She believes the 
troubled city’s public school 
system is a “poor” one that 
could stand a lot of improve- 
ment. 


HARM, NOT GOOD 


“But,” she quickly observed, 
“the women who’ve made head- 
lines all over the world with 
their violent attitude are doing 


the schools and the city more 
harm than good. I certainly 
don’t agree with their methods, 
and I could never join them in 
picketing a school. I think they 
are making a big mistake, and 
the whole situation is making 
a laughing stock of New Or- 
leans.” 


The actions Atlantans view as 
“deplorable” were set off in 
New Orleans after federal 
judges affirmed a lower court’s 
school desegregation order. A 
group of housewives refused to 
recognize the legal decision, 
vowing a total boycott of white 
students at the schools. A crowd 
of jeering, cursing, shouting 
mothers picketed a newly-inte- 
grated elementary institution. 


JOUSTED WITH POLICE 


The battling women turned 
their wrath upon a young white 
Protestant minister when he es- 
corted his 5-year-old daughter 
to the school, later followed the 
pair home to stage a heated 
demonstration of their anger. 
Women jousted with police and 
assailed two white mothers who 
allowed their children to attend 
classes as usual at the school. 


When jeering picketeers rec- 
ognized a white college student 
who recently participated in sit- 
in demonstrations with Negroes, 
they lunged at the youth, “‘shov- 
ing, kicking, hitting,’’ forcing 
him to flee the scene. 


Mrs. Bernice McCullar, direc- 
tor of information, Georgia De- 
partment of Education, ob- 
served that such tactics are 
“deplorable,” particularly in a 
city known for its culture. 


“Any manifesto of hatred and 
bad manners,” she continued, 
“damages the children no end. 
In our schools and Sunday 
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Reduces size of hips, tummy, thighs, waistline. No 
effort. Fun! Sensible... pleasant... economical. 
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use of Relax-A-cizor will cause measurable size loss, 
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school we teach respect for 
the law. We can’t choose the 
laws we wish to obey. But there 
are ways of protesting those 
laws with which we disagree— 
without making a spectacle of 
ourselves before the world.” 


ACCOMPLISH MORE 


Mrs. McCullar suggested that 
the women could have accom- 
plished more by working with 
their state and city parent- 
school groups. 


“Oh, the whole thing is just 
pathetic,” declared an Atlanta 
residential import from the Pel- 
ican State. “‘I’d rather see every 
school of the city close than to 
be a part of such a humiliating 
demonstration. 


“There may be times when 
a mother’s pride must ‘be sac- 
rificed for the sake of her chil- 
dren, but there’s no excuse for 
such a complete disregard of 
human decency as these wom- 
en have shown. 


“As far as I’m concerned, 
what they did Thursday to a 
helpless animal shows those 
women are practically say- 
ages.” 


The incident the Atlantan re- 
ferred to occurred at the home 
of a Methodist minister when 
a woman in the yelling throng 
noticed the pastor’s black-and- 
white pup. Rocks were hurled 
at the dog following the wom- 
an’s jeer: ‘“‘Look, he’s even got 
an integrated dog.”

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Jackie Kennedy Is 


With World’s First 


PARIS (WNS)—When Jackie 
Kennedy announced her White 
House role will be that of wife 
and mother first and First Lady 
second, she was marching in 
step with the wives of most 
current world leaders. 


Among the families of Eu- 
rope’s heads of state and gov- 
ernment, the “‘public’”’ wife is a 
comparative rarity nowadays. 
Only a couple of the great 
men’s mates are active partici- 
pants in official or political af- 
fairs at their husbands’ sides. 


. The influential woman pulling 
political strings behind the 
scenes is virtually nonexistent 
at the moment. In fact, though 
the wives of the world’s leaders 
have never been exposed to the 
public gaze as much as they 
are now—chiefly because of 
television and the increased 
emphasis on “personalized” 
journalism—they have also sel- 
dom had as little effect on their 
spouses’ public careers. 


INTENDS THE FASHIONABLE 


It is fashionable, instead, for 
the wives of presidents and 


prime ministers to conduct them 


selves very much as Mrs. Ken- 
nedy intends doing. 


The public in most European 
countries like them to be de- 
voted to their husbands’ wel- 
fare, free with time to give 
to charitable and other strictly 
nonpolitical activities, guiltless 
of even a_ suspicion _ that 
they meddle in their husbands’ 
political decisions — and walk- 
ing advertisements for the fe- 
male charm and pulchritude of 
the nation. 


These demands turned Mad- 
ame Charles de Gaulle, a home- 
loving grandmother, into a mid- 
die-aged fashion-plate after her 
husband came to power in 
France. She often accompanies 
him on trips both home and 
abroad, and is a tireless worker 
in welfare causes. But nobody 
makes the mistake of believing 
she exercises a decisive  in- 
fluence on the French president. 
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Another president's wife who 
occupies a highly decorative 
role is Italy’s Signora Giovanni 
Gronchi. Many European  ob- 
servers, indeed, have compared 
her to Jackie Kennedy. Both are 
exceptionally pretty, cultured 
and strikingly ornamental as- 
sets to any public occasion. But 
Madame Gronchi, like Mrs. 
Kennedy, steers clear of her 
husband's political activity as 
such. Also like the wife of the 
American president-elect, she is 
many years younger than her 
husband. 


Chancellor Konrad Adenauer 
of West Germany has been a 
widower for many years and 
his household is run by his 
daughters. But, to a German, 


the suggestion that Adenauer's 
offspring influence his political 
judgment is laughable. 

MOST POLITICAL 


Perhaps the most politically 
minded of contemporary ‘first 
ladies” is Lady Dorothy Mac- 
millan, wife of Britain’s prime 
minister. It is also worth noting 
that she is the oldest (65) and 
grew to maturity at a time 
when’ women in her position in 
England were expected to dab- 
ble in political matters. 


Daughter of a duke of Devon- 
shire—President-elect Kennedy's 
late sister married an heir to 
the tithe—Lady Dorothy’s fam- 
ily prestige did her husband no 
harm on his route to Britain's 
top political post. No fashion- 
plate, she is not only the wife 
but also the mother and mother- 
in-law of members of Parlia- 
ment and herself an energetic 
worker for her husband’s Con- 
servative Party. 


ENGLISH TRUISM 


In England, it’s a truism that 
no party conference or weekend 
political get-together would be 
complete without Lady Dorothy. 
Just how much influence she 
has on husband Harold’s politi- 
cal moves, nobody knows. Brit- 
ishers are renowned for their 
tact when discussing that sort 
of thing. But, as one British 
commentator put it, “If Mrs. 
Kennedy wished to take a hand 
in politics, Lady Dorothy could 
certainly give her pointers.” 


If it’s highly unlikely Jackie 
Kennedy wants to do anything 
of the kind, she’s only following 
the general trend. A _ political 
leader's mate's place is in the 
home—or so, at least, it hap- 
pens to be in most nations at 
the moment. 


Few would deny that the har- 
assed statesmen have ever 
needed the relaxing atmosphere 
of a “‘nonpolitical” family cir- 
cle. as much as they do now- 
adays. It seems to be Mrs. Ken- 
nedy’s intention to provide it.

For instance, I once knew a 
pair of twins—one allergic to 
wheat, the other to oats. Separate 
and special baby formulas had to 
be prepared for each. But they 
eventually outgrew the allergies, 
and now they can eat the foods 
that used to cause them to itch 
and scratch. 


Can angina pectoris be de- 
tected only by means of the 
stethoscope? — K.G. 


No, you’re on a false track. 
Angina pectoris is a symptom, a 
pain in the heart region, some- 
times extending into the shoulder 
and arm. It’s a symptom result- 
ing from a heart deficiency. (Na- 
turally there are plenty of other 
causes for pain in these regions, 
but the angina pain is usually 
severe and unmistakable.) Any- 
way, angina is not detected by 
the stethoscope. Indeed, the heart 
sounds (which are heard by the 
stethoscope) can be very normal 
in patients with angina.
